Mosque shooting 
calls for solidarity 


* stunned Quebec is in 

lA mourning. Flags are at half 
A. Aanast, vigils are being held, 
and expressions of solidarity with 
the Muslim community are flowing 
in from all quarters. 

Sunday night's outrageous, 
murderous attack on innocent 
worshippers, which has taken at 
least she lives, seriously injured 
several more people and left many 
children fatherless, is getting 
the vehement condemnation it 
deserves. 

Ordinary Quebecers of all faiths 
and none have recoiled at the 
violence and its heartbreaking toll. 

In the wake of the attack, many 
questions have yet to be answered. 
But what is already far too clear 
is that innocent people were 
killed simply for who they were: 
Muslims. This massacre, all the 
more offensive because it targeted a 
house of prayer, by all appearances 

It was as pointless as it was tragic. 
What warped objectives did the 
gunman or gunmen think they were 
going to achieve? 

Was the aim to drive Muslims 
from Quebec? Was it to stoke 
divisions within Quebec society? 
Was it nothing more complicated 
than an expression of hatred pure 
and simple? 

It’s disconcerting to think that 
discourse painting Muslims as 
people to be feared might have 
been one of the factors behind this 
attack. There has been far too much 


dog whistle politics in recent years, 
both in Quebec and by those who 
made niqabs an issue in the last 
federal election. If so, that would be 
a particularly bitter irony. Assault 
weapons are not to be found under 
burkas, it seems, but in the hands 
of those who would do innocent 
Muslims harm. Who has reason to 
fear whom? 

Was the attack influenced 
by the current discourse south 
of the border? Was it merely a 
coincidence that it was committed 
the same weekend that U.S. 
President Donald Trump enacted 
entry prohibitions on citizens of 
seven majority-Muslim countries? 
The president’s defenders were 
quick to say this was not a "Muslim 
ban,” and that citizens of many 
other Muslim countries were 
not affected, but in the context 
of Trump’s statements on the 
campaign trail, it would be hard to 
see it otherwise. 

Or were there other twisted 
motives? 

Regardless of what motives may 
have been at play, however, the 
attack on innocent worshippers 
was an attack on all of us. And 
therefore it is incumbent on all 
to show solidarity in the face of 
this horror. In due course, the 
accused will have to answer in 
court. In the meantime, the unity 
of our condemnation must be the 
only response to these repugnant 
actions.

Last week's photo was of Erie Cornell, the owner of Cornell's Drug Store, formerly located 
on Jarvis Street just west of Central Ave. It is believed the picture was taken between 1963 
and 1965. Erie Cornell had been an apprentice with the previous owner of the drug store, 
Mr. Land, and took over its management around 1928. When he retired in 1976 the business 
closed and the building was sold to the Town. A second hand treasures shop now resides 
in its place opposite the Masonic Hall. Oscar Zanatta remembers that prescriptions would 
be made up by hand, while you waited. Charles Davies, who wrote an article about Cornell, 
referenced the record player in the shop. Many callers mentioned the soda counter and 
enjoying treats with their friends. All who contacted us spoke very highly of Mr. Cornell and 
commended his work in the community. One fact that some might recall is that his was the 
only store in the area able to sell Laura Secord Chocolate. Thank you to all who reached out; 
Mike Davenport, Deanna Di Martile, Marguerite Hanratty, Marilyn Bennet (Comb), Dr. Bob 
Twidle -who worked closely with the pharmacist- Ron Cudney and a number of anonymous 
contributors. Thank you also to Faye Bean, Mr. Cornell’s youngest daughter, who provided 
some of her own memories of her father's store. Due to the volume of response, not 
everything was able to be printed, however the information you provided will be kept and 
added to our records.

The kitties need your help. 

Effective May 1, the Niagara Falls 
Humane Society's Cat Adoption 
Centre will close at the Niagara 
Square due to the mall's closure. 

Since 2009, volunteers at the 
centre have helped to find forever 
homes for more than 2,000 cats and 
other small animals. 

The space was donated by Niagara 
Square and has provided a sanctuary 
for animals awaiting adoption. 

RioCan, who has an ownership 
interest in the mall, sent notices to 
tenants Friday terminating their 
leases and stating they must vacate 
the property by April 30. 

The enclosed area will be demol¬ 
ished and replaced by an outdoor-style 
mall similar to the Outlet Collection at 
Niagara in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

It's part of RioCan's plan to re¬ 
invent the beleaguered south-end 
shopping centre. 

The humane society has a build¬ 
ing on Chippawa Parkway, but the 
Niagara Square location allowed for 
a more open concept and a more 
family friendly atmosphere.

Manager Bon Pearson said 
they’re appealing to the public for 
ideas on available spaces. 

“We’re Just calling around dif¬ 
ferent companies and just seeing 
what's out there and hoping that 
some kind soul will step forward 
and help," she said.
